CRRDIT AS CURRENCY. 


If we concede to the Nationals 
all the virtues that they claim and 
‘give them credit for entire unsel- 
fishness in their efforts to supercede 
the Republican and Democratic 
parties, it still remains for them to 
prove the wisdom of their plans.

What secret does the Na- 
tionel party po-sess that was hid- 
den from our Revolutionary sires 
whose paper money went to noth- 
ing, or from Lincoln and Chase, 
who let greenbacks lose two-thirds 
of their purchasing power, or the 
Sp :niard«, or the Turks, whose cur- 
ren-y is so depreciated? If the 
Confederates had known how to 
make their flat money circulate 
they woull have been fighting yet. 
History is full of examples of the | 
failure of such financiering. From 
the eurliest times the paper“ of 
men and nations has been over- 
is«ue'l, and their credit strained and 
broken.
